WOOL TARIFF MEN 


LOSE THEIR FIGHT 


Washington, April IC.—By a vote of 
190 to 42 the Democratic caucus today 
voted dow’n the motion of Representa­ 
tive Martin Dies of Texas to place a 
duty of lo per cent on wool. The Tex­ 
ans voted as rollows: 
For free w’ool: Messrs..,BeaIl, Eagle, 
Garner, Marrot, Henry, Hardy, Ray­ 
burn, Smith, Sumners, Vaughan and 
A'oung; total ll. 
For a tariff on wool: Messr.s. Bur­ 
gess, Callaway, 
Dies, 
Slayden 
and 
Stephens; total 5. 
Not voting, Gregg; 
one 
vacancy. 
Buchanan, not yet having qualified 
Every democrat in the Oklahoma del­ 
egation except Representative Murray 
voted to sustain the Administration 
program for free wool. 
By this vote President Wilson wins 
the main fight on the tariff schedules. 
Mr. Wilson has firmly insisted that 
wool should go on the free list to the 
end that greater 
reductions 
in 
the 
tariff may be made on woolen clothing 
than if the raw material were taxed. 
It was at the President’s request that 
this w’as done after the members of 
^he Ways and Means committee, in the 
log-rolling ppoce.s^, had decided to 
tax wool in the interests of the con­ 
gressmen from the sheep-growing sec­ 
tions. 
Representative 
Dies’ 
proposal 
to 
take wool from the free list and place 
upon it a duty of I.I per cent ad va­ 
lorem received more votes than were 
cast against putting sugar on the f~ee 
list at the end of three years. Mr. 
Dies, the other day, made a speech in 
favor of Mr. Broussard’s motion to 
put a protection duty on sugar.
